Some iris varieties have such weak 


stems that the weight of the flowers alone 
may topple them over without the as- 
sistance of wind or rain. Apparently the 
judges of the annual iris symposium do 
not consider stem strength when rating 
varieties, for some bad floppers have 
been highly rated. Growers’ catalogues 
do not give much help in selecting va- 
rieties that are weather resistant. either. 

I found the following varieties stood 
up well against wind and rain without 
staking: Amigo, Christabel. Daybreak. 
Deep Velvet, Dreamcastle, Fair Elaine, 
Golden Fleece, Golden Majesty, Great 
Lakes, Lady Mohr, Matterhorn, Mid- 
west Gem, Nightingale, Ola Kala. Old 
Parchment, Ranger, Sable, The Admiral 
and The Red Douglas. 

The floppers were: Bryce Canyon, City 
of Lincoln, Elsa Ming Yellow, 
Prairie Sunset and Wabash. The worst 
of all were Bryce Canyon and Prairie 
Sunset.—E. C. Burpicx, Midland, Mich.

Plant for Permanence 


by DONALD WYMAN 


‘Tatarian Honeysuckle 


F THE SOME 175 different kinds of 
honeysuckles grown in the United 
States today, the tatarian honey- 
suckle, Lonicera tatarica, is one of the 
most valuable as an ornamental. True, 
it does not have the very large flowers 
of some species, but it grows vigorously 
and is perfectly hardy in all sections of 
the United States except in the very cold- 
est part of the Midwest. 
The tatarian honeysuckle develops into 
a dense shrub about 9 feet tall. In early 
spring it is one of the first woody plants 
to show its leaves. certainly a desirable 
trait. Its very fragrant flowers. which are 
pink to white and about an inch in di- 
ameter. are borne profusely in late May. 
Soft. fleshy, bright red berries smaller 
than a pea begin to appear the latter part 
of June and last through July and into 
August. These berries are particularly 
sought after by birds because they ripen 
at a time when birds are beginning to 
look around for fresh fruit. Sometimes 
they are borne so profusely the branches 
literally bend to the ground, but the most 
important thing about this shrub’s fruit- 
ing habit is that an abundant crop of 
berries is produced every single year. Not 
all shrubs flower and fruit profusely year 
in and year out regardless of the vagaries 
of the weather, but this one does and so 
can be considered one of the most de- 
pendably serviceable of all shrubs. 
Being bushy in habit, Lonicera tatarica 
is easily transplanted and takes all kinds 
of pruning and shearing, even a severe 
cutting to the ground. Because it will 
grow in almost any kind of soil and does 
not become seriously infested with disease 
or insect pests, it is classed as one of the 
outstanding low-maintenance plants. It

is also quite tolerant of wind and shade, 
withstanding the latter as well as most 
plants in this category, although ii nat- 
urally flowers and fruits more heavily in 
full sun. Seashore situations don’t seem 
te mar its beauty. and it can also be ex 
pected to do well in city gardens. 

Its extreme hardiness. together witli its 
dense habit. make it very useful. too, in 
exposed areas as a low screen or a wind- 
break. It also gives splendid service as a 
filler in the background of the shrub 
border. And when one thinks of plants 
suitable for at least two full seasons of 
garden interest a year, the tatarian honey- 
suckle is always included. 

Since all commercial growers recognize 
the sterling qualities of this honeysuckle, 
it is easily available from most nurseries. 
Introducetl from its native habitat of 
southern Russia about 1752. it has taken 
to this country so well that in many places 
it is becoming naturalized. Much ado is 
made over new and rare plants merely 
hecause they are new or rare, but a shrub 
as good as Lonicera tatarica should be 
highly recommended regardless of the 
fact that it has been grown a long time. 

Not so well known. however. are the 
several excellent varieties of this plant, 
some of which are not grown nearly as 
much as they should be. The newest 
is a dwarf form. which. however. is not 
yet available from commercial nursery: 
men. One variety has white 
while others have pink to reddish ones. 
The blooms of L.  tatarica  sibirica 
are a very deep pink. considered by some 
the deepest red of all loniceras. Some 
varieties have yellow fruits, and when 
this type is used with red-fruiting forms, 
the result is most colorful.»

LTHOUGH about 550 species or sul 

species of tanagers are known. they 

are strictly birds of the Western 
Hemisphere. Most of them are confin 
to the tropics and only five. all migratory 
reach the United States. They 
markable for the brilliance of their plum- 
age, as well as for the marked differences 
in color between the male and female. 

Our scarlet tanager is no exception to 
the rule. It is one of the most gorgeous 
birds in eastern North America. Its 
bright scarlet body and sable wings and 
tail stand out in strong relief against the 
greenery of foliage. 

The female scarlet tanager is an en- 
tirely different hue—olive green above 
and yellow below. In fall and winter, the 
male resembles the female except that 
his colors are brighter and his wings and 
tail remain black 

The scarlet tanager is a denizen of 
open woodlands, parks. estates and gar- 
dens. Because it is a treetop bird, it is 
much more common than is likely to be 
thought by the numbers usually observed. 

The economic value of tanagers is at- 
tested by the fact that their favorite foods 
are caterpillars. moths. beetles and other 
insects. However, the birds avidly turn 
to fruit when it is available. 

One of the most useful fruiting de- 
ciduous shrubs is the alder buckthorn, 
Rhamnus frangula, also known in dif- 
ferent parts of the world as berryalder. 
glossy buckthorn, Persianberry and black 
dogwood. A wide-spreading plant with 
glossy, dark green leaves. it reaches a 
height of 18 feet. It is tolerant 
soil conditions and does equally well 
in sun or light shade. The plant is hardy 
in Alaska and central Canada. 

Most of the available buckthorns are 
dioecious, staminate and pistillate flowers 
occurring on different plants. However, 
the flowers of the alder buckthorn are 
perfect, and so. of course. no additional 
male is required. Although 
ous, these flowers bloom continuously 
from May to late summer. The resulting 
fruit matures from July to frost.»

LOWERS of all kinds bloom in the 
Pscce: this month. Daylilies. in 

particular, add their radiant colors 
to the scene. They are hardy and easy 
to grow, thriving in the heat of summer, 
Many are truly evergreen and do noi die 
down at the end of the season. The 
deciduous daylilies are also good and 
bloom with added strength after a win. 
ter’s rest. Painted Lady heads the va. 
riety list. Black Prince, Paramount, 
Queen of Gonzales, Annis Victoria Rus. 
sell, Mrs. Hugh Johnson, and Tejas are 
also good. One of the loveliest is the 
two-toned Belle of Georgia, with dainty 
coloring like that of a Georgia peach. 


MANY AMARYLLIDS are also in 
bloom. Dainty rose-pink rain and 
thunder lilies, Zephyranthes grandiflora, 


come first. They begin in spring and 
continue until late fall, blossoming 
freely after every rain and _ persisting 


year after year. 

Few flowers are more glorious or free- 
blooming than the wonderful crinums. 
They make large clumps which. 
heat of summer, send up strong stems 
with terminal clusters of 12 or 
large buds. The blooms are large and 
the clusters magnificent, so staking is 
necessary. In Memorial Park in Sumter, 
South Carolina, they begin to flower in 
June and continue until late fall.

TIPS FOR NORTHERN GARDENERS 
by P. J. McKENNA (N. Y.) 


ULY is the dividing line between the 
two main parts of the gardening sea- 
son. The last of the early-flowering 
shrubs passed with June. The next group 
of shrubs, typified by hydrangeas, starts 
its display in July. Because the latter 
group flowers from shoots and buds. de- 
veloped during the current season, these 
shrubs are pruned in early spring; while 
the early-blooming shrubs, which flower 
from buds of the previous year, are 
pruned after flowering.: If you keep this 
in mind, you won't make mistakes. 
July brings many other plant changes. 
Buds on fruit and flowering trees change

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Alternate spring and summer pruning will 
control size of most any tree or shrub. 
Spring pruning produced the long, non- 
flowering shoots on this silverbell which 
should be summer-pruned the next year. 
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their structure to become either flower or 
buds. Fruits begin to mature, as 
do the early vegetables. Heat and light 
intensity slow up plant growth because 
they interfere with food manufacture. 
This coincides with a slow-up in the de- 
livery to plants of soil food materials 
and a drop in the soil’s moisture reserve. 
Nature is setting the stage for harvest.

Aware of all this, the gardener seeks 
to keep growth active in those vegetables 
and flowers which should produce crops 
throughout the summer. He does so by 
giving the plants extra water and fer- 
tilizer in a readily available form, such 





Here’s the same tree after a July prun- 
ing. Note that the whole top, all the way 
down to the widest part of the tree, has 
been removed. A saw and long-handled 
lopping shears were the tools used. 
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Summer pruning completed. Note stems 
were cut back about half, forcing lower 
growth and causing the shoots to flower 
eventually. Summer pruning alone suffices 
if long growth is not particularly desired. 
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as a liquid concentrate. Recent work | 
with liquid concentrates proves the neces- 
sity for supplying such materials to 
plants if plant production is to continue. 
But when using these concentrates, re- 
member to keep the soil constantly moist. 


Summer Pruning 


Summer pruning, though not often 
practiced. has value in the garden. The 
so-called bleeders—maple, birch. yellow- 
and dogwood—are best pruned 
now. Also, fruiting and flowering trees 
and shrubs which would suffer under | 
drastic spring pruning (such as mag- | 
nolia and crabapple) can be kept flower- 
ing and fruiting by summer pruning. 
Actually, regular annual winter or 
spring pruning of most all fruiting and 
flowering shrubs and trees—especially 
young ones—discourages flowering and 
fruiting. For although pruning at these 
seasons produces fast. vigorous shoot 
growth (the result of confining the sap

to fewer buds), these are not flowering 
shoots—except in the case of a few 
shrubs like forsythia. However, if these 
new shoots are pruned in summer, flower- 
ing will eventually result—just when de 
pends upon the particular plant and the 
severity of the spring pruning. 

The accepted month for summer prun 
ing is July. By then the sap is well dis 
tributed throughout the entire plant. roo 
pressure has diminished and there is ney 
shoot growth. Late July seems to be th: 
best time for tree fruits and mid-July fo 
flowering trees and shrubs with the ex- 
ception of crabapples. North of the Nev 
York area, these pruning times may hit 
a week to 10 days later. 

Summer pruning is one of the main 
success factors in the culture of espalier 
fruits. The vigorous shoots resulting 
from spring pruning should be cut back 
to three leaves or buds (there’s a bud 
with each leaf), damming up the flow 
of sap in the shoots. This eventually 
forces the formation of fruiting spurs— 
short thickened stubs that produce fruit 

A general rule for summer pruning of 
all fruiting and flowering trees and 
shrubs is to cut back the young shoots 
that started growth in spring to half or 
two thirds their length. The older growth 
can be pruned too, of course, but in a 
vigorous plant, the new shoots can he 
quite long by summer. If you plan to 
prune the older growth, delay the op- 
eration until late in the month. Always 
avoid cutting out a large number of 
branches at one time as this depletes the 
plant’s supply of leaves, which it needs 
to manufacture food. 

When pruning branches an inch or 
more thick, make the cut flush with the 
stem or trunk from which the branch is 
being removed. Then paint the wound 
with regular pruning paint. 

By means of annual summer pruning. 
you can also restrain large-growing trees 
so that they will fit into a small-sized 
place. Oaks, elms, maples and willows 
can easily be maintained at a height of 
15 to 20 feet. Cut the shoots with long- 
handled pruning shears. You'll note that 
after several years of this treatment. the 
ends of the limbs will form swellings. 
which consist mostly of built-up bud

Remember Compost 


For composting, use all manner of 
vegetable material—grass and thedge clip- 
pings, vegetable tops, etc.—except mate- 
rial that is disease-ridden. This should 
be ‘burned. It may be true, as_ the 
purists say. that diseased material added 
to the compost pile will be sterilized in 
the fermentation that is set up there, 
but many a disease epidemic has been 
traced to compost. 

To construct a compost pile. first lay 
down a 9-inch layer of coarse material. 
such as old leaves or sawdust, to act as 
an absorbent. Then add the garden 
refuse layer by layer. Over each layer 
sprinkle a generous amount of sheep, 
cattle or chicken manure, topping with 
a light sprinkling of superphosphate. 
Then add an inch of good garden soil 
and water until the whole pile is thor- 
oughly moist. Keep the compost moist 
at all times. This encourages fermenta-

tion. Also, turn the pile over periodically, 
mixing the materials well, and you'll 
speed up the decomposition process. 


Chrysanthemum Care 


Many of the early-flowering mum va- 
rieties should be pinched back for the last 
time this month. In pinching remove 
the very soft tips of the stems. But you 
can remove an inch or more if necessary. 

It’s almost time to stake tall-growing 
types to keep their stems straight. And 
remember that chrysanthemums like lots 
of water during this period of active 
growth. Liquid feeding every two weeks 
will help them grow into sturdy plants. 
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Now...a new. 


You can propagate new mum plants 
from cuttings this month. By fall these 
plants will be no more than a foot tall 
and will make good bedding material for 
window boxes or to fill in outdoors. Take 
4-inch cuttings (the tops of any plants 
will do) and insert them in a 3-inch-deep 
mixture of sand and soil. Deep flats are 
handy for the purpose. Shade from the 
sun and keep watered until they root. 
Then, plant them directly where they 
will flower or in a bed by themselves 
until they are needed. 


Coldframe Uses 


A coldframe is the best structure for 
rooting chrysanthemum cuttings. The 
shade can be provided by painting the 
glass sash with lime wash. 

A coldframe is excellent also for root- 
ing many kinds of flowering shrubs, vines 
and groundcovers such as ivy, pachy- 
sandra and vinca. Cuttings of geraniums 
and impatiens for winter bloom can be 
rooted now too. The stems of the cur- 
rent season’s growth are used for the 
cuttings. Roses from cuttings are suc- 
cessful also. In all cases, moisture and 
shade from sun are essential to rooting. 

The frame is also the proper place to 
sow seeds of perennials for next year’s 
flowers: hollyhocks. delphinium, colum- 
bine, achillea, gaillardia, heliopsis, as 
well as seeds of lilies such as Lilium 
formosanum and many other kinds.

flower. And that’s where complications 
begin! Since the viewfinder on the 
camera does not work at such clo 
range, you have to measure the distance 
from lens to flower exactly. as prescribed 
in the directions for the use of the close- 
up lens, and you have to calculate cai 
fully the picture area that will appec. 
on the film. So, if you’re a busy g: 
dener—and who isn’t?—you often decide 
that you can’t spare the time—and you 
pass up opportunity after opportunity 
to take flower pictures that, come winter, 
would thrill you and your friends even 
more than the flowers themselves did in 
the summer garden! 

The device that makes close-up flower 
photography as simple as “snapshoot- 
ing” is a camera attachment called “Cal- 
Cam” that’s made on the West Coast 
and sells for less than $10.00. It’s illus- 
trated in three of the accompanying 
pictures on pages 20-21 and. as you can 
see, when it’s attached you simply hold 
the camera so that the flower is within 
the frame of the Cal-Cam and snap your 
picture without using the view-finder. 

As you'll also see from the illustration 
at the lower left on page 20, the Cal- 
precision-type device that 
These 
adjustments are for setting the Cal- 
Cam correctly for the focal length of 
your camera lens supplemented by the 
close-up attachment you're using. The 
close-up lens attachment I usually use 
is called a “plus 3 portra.” With this 
attachment, which sells for a couple of 
dollars, the camera can be used 10 
inches from the flower. at which distance 
by 7 inches.

This means that a flower 
can be enlarged to 40 inches wide on a 
standard home projection screen. 

An improvised framing and distance- 
gauging device. made from. stiff wire 
fitted into a block of wood that attaches 
to the camera. is shown at the lower 
right on page 20. If properly designed 
and tested. this. home-made gadget will 
be found to work very satisfactorily. 

But of course getting the flower in 
correct focus and properly placed in 
the picture area is not the onlv im- 
portant thing in close-up color flower 
photography. Exposures have to be 
pretty nearly “on the button.” or your 
pictures will be light and washed out 
because of over-exposure or dark and 
muddy because, of under-exposure. 

An exposure meter is a useful instru: 
ment and, if properly used. will solve 
your exposure problems. It is not abso- 
lutely essential, however. because tiie 
instructions packed with each roll of 
film are quite complete and if carefully 
followed will insure satisfactory results. 
In general. when the camera is hand 
held, the shutter speed should be 1/25 
second and the f-stop or lens aperture

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nidway between f/8 and f/11; if a tri- 
ood is used, the shutter speed may be 
set at 1/10 second and the f-stop at 
‘/16. Some allowance, however, should 
be made for very light or very dark 
lowers; for example, take white blooms 
at 1/25 second at f/11 and deep crim- 
son blooms at 1/25 second at f/8. For 
“once-in-a-lifetime” shots, make two or 
three exposures at different f-stops to be 
sure of getting one just right. Since 
color film is intended for use in bright 
sun, you'll get best results if you restrict 
your color picture taking to sunny days. 

Standard f-stops are numbered 2, 2.8, 
4, 5.6, 8, 11, 16, 22 and 32. The lowest 
figure (f/2) represents the largest 
diaphragm opening and allows the most 
light to pass through the lens onto the 
film. Each of the succeeding higher 
numbers reduces the amount of light 
reaching the film by one-half, so that, 
for example, {/11 is one-half as “fast” 
and f/8 and f/16 is one-half as fast as 
{/11. Some lenses have stops of f/3.5. 
which is faster than f/4 but slower than 
{/2.8. and {/6.3, which is faster than 
{/8 but slower than f/5.6. The higher 
numbered f-stops, while reducing the 
amount of light passing through the 
lens, increase the “depth of focus”; that 
is, they bring closer and more distant 
objects into focus at the same time. 

It will be noted that faster exposure 
is always made at the expense of depth 
of focus, and that greater depth of focus 
is always secured at the expense of 
exposure speed. Color film needs a cer- 
tain amount of light for correct ex- 
posure, and so if it’s necessary to shoot 
at 1/50 second instead of 1/25 second 
to “ 
of wind, you automatically reduce the 
depth of the flower that will be in sharp 
focus. Alternatively, if it’s necessary to 
increase the depth of focus by using 
a higher numbered f-stop, you auto- 
matically make it necessary to use a 
slower shutter speed. 

Generally speaking, however, these 
technicalities need not worry the average 
home flower photographer. Follow the 
instructions that come with the film, use 
the camera and Cal-Cam correctly, and 
you'll get results virtually every time. 

The one thing you must learn to do, 
since color film cannot be exposed at 
high shutter speeds. is hold the camera 
steady. Most people can learn to hold 
a camera steady for 1/25 second and a 
few can do so for 1/10 second. If you’re 
too “nervous” to hold a camera steady 
for 1/25 second, you'll need to use .a 
tripod. This won’t add much to the 
cost of your equipment, but it will slow 
up your picture taking. 

As regards motion caused by wind, 
in close-up work a piece of cardboard 
will usually serve as an efficient wind- 
break, assuming the wind isn’t too strong, 
end I’ve often successfully used my hat.

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NEW MATERIALS ARE AVAILABLE FOR EFFECTIVE PEST CONTROL

NEW YORK BOTANICAL CARDEN 


July may be a popular vacation month for many folks, 
but it certainly is not for insects. In fact, it is the month 
when some insects are most active. Hence the spray gun 
should get lots of use during July if insect damage is to 
be kept to a minimum. 

Let’s consider some of the insects and related pests 
which become active during summer months and against 
which control measures should be applied in July. Because 
some of these insects do not occur in all parts of the 
country, the gardener must rely on past experience as 
well as observation to help him select the proper sprays. 

In July Japanese beetles begin to feed on many kinds of 
deciduous trees and shrubs, particularly apple, elm, linden,

peach, willow and horse chestnut. They also like roses, 
zinnias and the silks on sweet corn. 

The standard control spray is nine tablespoons of 50 per 
cent wettable DDT powder (or six tablespoons of the 75 per 
cent powder) in 3 gallons of water applied every two weeks 
during the beetle season. When the beetle population is 
unusually heavy, weekly applications may be _ necessary. 

Where food crops such as peaches, plums and rasp- 
berries are to be protected or where beetles have developed 
resistance to DDT, methoxychlor may be substituted. 

Repeated use of DDT will sometimes cause a marked 
increase in mites. To avoid this possibility, include in the 
DDT spray one of the mite-killers discussed below or use a 
miticide as soon as mites are noticed. 

Mites become particularly troublesome 
summer dry spells and on. plants growing under unfavor- 
able conditions. The different kinds of mites include red 
spiders, southern red mite and species named after their 
principal host—spruce mite, oak mite, boxwood mite and 
honey locust mite. 

The best time to control mites is early June, before they 
become very numerous. Unfortunately they are so tiny 
that they are easily overlooked, and many gardeners don't 
know they are abundant until leaves begin to turn yellow. 

An easy way to detect mites is to shake some leaves or a 
small branch vigorously over a sheet of white paper. The 
pests will be dislodged and can easily be seen against the 
white background. Drawing a circle with a lead _ pencil 
around each of the tiny “specks” will make their movement 
even more discernible. 

Among the best known miticides on the market are 
Aramite, Dimite, Malathon, Ovotran and Sulphenone. Some

Troublesome Seale 


By late June and early July, most 
vf the so-called armored scales, such as 
vyster-shell scale and euonymous scale 
on lilac, euonymous and other decidu- 
eus trees and shrubs, are no longer in 
the crawling stage. They have now 
settled in their permanent locations 
along twigs and stems. The ordinary 
contact insecticides are not very effec- 
tive against this stationary stage, but 
2 spray containing Malathon will be 
effective. 

The crawler stage of some soft scales 
like lecaniums and the cottony scales 
on yew. arborvitae and rhododendron 
are also controlled with Malathon.

Large budded ‘pines, _ particularly 
Austrian, Japanese black, Mugho, red 
and Scotch pines may be attacked by 
the European pine shoot moth. This 
pest. in the worm stage, begins to bore 





into the buds in early July. A DDT 
spray or dust applied during the first 
week of July will control this very de- 
structive pest. 


Peach Tree Borer Pest | 


Peach tree borers are a major cause 
of the premature death of many peach 
trees in backyard gardens. The long- 
used paradichlorbenzene soil treatment 
in fall has given way to DDT sprays. 
A heavy dose of DDT, *4 cup of the 
50 per cent wettable :powder in 3 gal- 
lons of water. should be sprayed on 
trunk and lower branches during the 
second week of July, when the moths 
begin to deposit eggs on the bark. This 


spray should be repeated once or twice 
at two-week intervals for total control.

We hear a great deal these days from 
one school of gardening about how the 
human race is slowly dying from the 





use of chemical insecticides, fungicides 
and fertilizers. I wonder how much 
there is to this propaganda. 

Let’s consider insecticides for a n 
ment. Everyone knows and admits th 
most insecticides contain toxic mat 
rials and that these can cause death 
humans when the insecticides are used 
under conditions of gross carelessne 
But let’s compare the deaths caused }) 
some commonly used insecticides wi 
those caused by other chemical products 
in popular use. 

Fourteen deaths have been reporte: 
as resulting from DDT, but these reports 
indicate that, in most cases. the solvents 
played an important if not decisive role. 
One death due to occupational exposure 
is known to have been caused by the in- 
secticide chlordane. 

On the other hand, here is the record 
for some other chemicals for a single 
year—1949, Seventy accidental deaths 
were caused by aspirin. 87 people died 
from lye or similar chemicals, 117 from 
kerosene and other petroleum products, 
and 466 people died from barbiturates, 
either accidentally or purposely. 


Magnite, a new rock mineral soil con- 
ditioner and plant food, has recently 
been placed on the market.

NEW HIGH * WHAT & WHERE TO PLANT * BAILEYA 


OT MANY things please me as much as indications 

that gardening is booming in some particular 

place or everywhere in general. And I suppose 
that’s as it should bé. Anyway, I felt especially pleased 
with my home town in mid-May when our garden 
club hit a new high at its annual plant sale. Total sales 
for the one-day affair were over $1700, which meant 
around $600 for the club and $1100 for the local 
nurseries, florists and garden stores from which the 
plants were obtained. It also meant the community was 
richer by many thousands of flowers and plants and 
many hundreds of new and refurbished gardens. 

Years ago this plant sale of ours was a modest opera- 
tion in which annuals and vegetables and assorted 
contributions from members were sold at a profit to 
the club of $50 to $75. Today, with hundreds of new 
homes in the town and with garden interest keener 
than ever, it’s an all-out effort with as many customers 
looking for choice rock garden plants and other peren- 
nials at 50 cents to $1 apiece and for conifers, dog- 
woods and rhododendrons at $10 to $15 each as for 
the stand-by annuals and vegetables at 35 cents a dozen. 
Indication enough, I’d say, that gardening is booming 
in our northern New Jersey town as surely as it is 
in most other towns across America. 


LANTING. I guess, is one of the pleasantest parts of 
gardening, probably because it’s so full of antici- 
pation of future pleasure and because the antici- 

pation of future pleasure is itself so pleasant. And so 
I guess the anticipation of planting must also be one 
of the pleasantest or, at least, one of the next-pleasantest 
parts of gardening. Right now, at any rate, I seem to 
be getting just as much pleasure from thinking about 
what F’m going to plant in the fall as I did last winter 
from thinking about what I was going to plant in the 
spring—and that’s quite a bit of pleasure. 

In my own case, I suppose, this sort of pleasure is 
increased by the fact that in winter the spring issues 
of FLOWER GRoweR are being put together and in the 
summer we're working on the issues that will appear in

the fall. One way or another, planting time is with 
me all the time all year round! 

Planting thoughts that occur in the garden and those 
that occur at the office have a way of supplementing 
each other that almost suggests conspiracy. In the gar- 
den they’re along the lines of “What’ll I plant here?” 
and “What’ll I plant there?” and at the office they’re of 
the order of “Where’ll I plant this?” and “Where'll I 
plant that?” The thing is, you can’t look at an empty 
spot in the garden and not think about what you could 
plant there, and you can’t read manuscripts and proofs 
of articles on all kinds of bulbs, showy favorites and 
intriguing rarities, on roses, peonies and other peren- 
nials, on familiar and unfamiliar shrubs, and on 
everything else that can be planted in the fall—you 
just can’t read articles on these subjects, and look at 
pictures of them, without thinking about where you're 
going to plant them, or at least some of them. 


HEN it comes to choosing plants, I guess I’m 
\\) neither a specialist nor a collector, though I seem 

to lean more toward collecting than toward spe- 
cialization. Anyway, like my father, I seem to want 
to grow as many kinds of plants as the locality.:the 
nature of the garden, and the available space will permit. 
Over the years, therefore, quite a wide variety of plant 
material has been acquired, and I’ve inevitably de- 
veloped some interest in the relationships between 
the various plants I grow. I certainly haven’t become 
a plant taxonomist, or specialist in the systematic 
classification of plants, but I have become interested 
in the subject enough to welcome the appearance of 
“Baileya: A Quarterly Journal of Horticultural Tax- 
onomy.” published by the Bailey Hortorium at Cornell 
University. And I dare say quite a few FLOWER 
GROWER readers who have a little of the collector in 
them and who take their plants rather seriously will 
welcome “Baileya’”’ too. 





Summer Lawn Care 


Ralph E. Engel gives tips on combatting hot-weather ills 


Summer is the real test for the Kentucky bluegrass- 
fescue lawn. No matter how well it thrives during cool 
weather, through the hot months protecting the turf from 
serious damage is about all that can be expected. Once 
warm weather arrives, opportunities for improving the 
lawn are limited, and treatments should be carefully 
chosen and administered, since carelessness may destroy 
the turf area already established. 

The most productive efforts toward maintaining a good 
lawn can be made in the spring and fall. Resolutions to 
fertilize and lime properly during those seasons are the 
best approach to summer enjoyment. 

It is natural for Kentucky bluegrass and other cool- 
season grasses to turn rather yellow or brown when tem- 
peratures are high. Attempting to avoid this natural loss

of color by fertilizing and watering throughout the summer 
may deteat the purpose by keeping the grass soft and more 
subject to disease and heat injury. It also encourages sum- 
mer weeds such as crabgrass. The healthy lawn will not be 
injured permanently by typical summer weather, and the 
average lawn maker should relax rather than try such 
practices as regular watering throughout the season. 
While most lawns will revive after prolonged hot, dry 
periods, those in very sandy soils or warm exposures and 
ones closely clipped may be ruined unless judiciously 
watered. Water should be applied slowly and uniformly 
until it moistens the soil as deep as it is dried out. This 
amount should enable the grass to survive 7 to 10 days 
of addit’onal hot, dry weather. Apply the water only as 
fast as ic will enter the soil. For areas that absorb slowly,

a canvas hose or some other device to control the flow 
may be necessary. The sod on compacted spots can be 
opened by cultivation with lawn forks of the spoon or 
hollow-tine type. 

Where crabgrass is present, watering should be avoided 
as long as possible. Frequent and light waterings are 
especially undesirable, since they do the permanent grasses 
little or no good, yet encourage crabgrass to spread rapidly. 
Keeping the mower blade set 114 inches or higher in hot 
weather prevents crabgrass runners from spreading and

Chemical preparations of phenyl mercury acetate and 
potassium cyanate are useful for crabgrass control if 
properly applied. Instructions on the container for rate 
and frequency of application should be followed to avoid 
serious turf injury. Trial applications on an inconspicu- 
ous corner of the lawn give the home owner experience in 
chemical treatment and determine whether the amount of 
injury is tolerable. 

The best season for applying phenyl mercury acetate 
preparations is from late July through mid-August; for 
potassium cyanate the ideal time is usually somewhat 
later. The phenyl mercury acetate preparations are quite 
selective for crabgrass and are available for spray or dry 
application. While the dry forms may be easier to apply, 
they have given less consistent control. Potassium 
cyanate is better suited to the Kentucky bluegrass type 
of lawn than to the bentgrass type. Usually three to five 
applications of phenyl mercury acetate are required, while 
two or three applications of potassium cyanate may be 
required. for control. 

The use of chemicals for crabgrass control is not justi- 
fied unless the permanent turf grasses are improved by 
regular fertilization and higher mowing. For the Kentucky 
bluegrass-fescue lawn the height of cut may be kept at 
2 inches until crabgrass is brought under control, then 
lowered to 1% inches. Crabgrass cannot be eliminated 
entirely in one year. All plants should be kept from pro- 
ducing seed for a period of several years. Even then it 7 
is better to keep the occasional plant from going to seed Chemical growth-roterdents for lawn edges reduce

Painted Lady has been elected by the 
members of The Hemerocallis Society to 
reign for the third straight year as day- 
lily popularity queen. This variety, origi- 
nated by H. M. Russell, is a beautiful 
blend—a_ soft cinnamon over yellow 
flushed with red. 

Broad-petaled, pansy-purple Potentate 
(Nesmith) likewise chalked up its third 
straight victory—three years in the No. 
2 spot on the society’s annual “100 fa- 
vorites” list. Painted Lady and Poten- 
tate both have won the Stout Medal, 
the highest award given to a hemero- 
callis by the society. Painted Lady cap- 
tured it in 1951, Potentate in 1952. 

Third place went to Georgia (Stout), 
a distinctive rosy peach blend, which 
placed eighth on the 1951 tally. 

Newcomers to the “top ten” in the 
1952 poll were two: Revolute (H. P. 
Sass) and High Noon (Milliken). Revo- 
lute is a fine yellow self of medium size 
and excellent form, while High Noon is 
a bright cadmium yellow self. 

All members of The Hemerocallis So- 
ciety have the opportunity to vote in the 
annual Popularity Poll.

A small shadow box was the beginning of a junior garden 
club project in Hickory, North Carolina, which today is city- 
wide and an established part of the curriculum in all of 
Hickory’s elementary and junior and senior high schools. 

The idea for this school-gardening project came from St. 
Petersburg, Florida. Last spring Mrs. M. J. Boyer, beauti- 
fication committee chairman of the Hickory Garden Council, 
visited St. Petersburg’s flower show and “discovered” with 
surprise and delight the many intriguing exhibits of the city’s 
junior garden clubs. The current chairman of the junior 
clubs, Mrs. W. E. Turner, explained how the project was 
handled through the schools and, before Mrs. Boyer left, 
presented her with a shadow box made by some of the 
children. The exquisite workmanship convinced Mrs. Boyer 
that juniors can be real artists and should be given every 
opportunity for creative expression. Back home, when she 
exhibited the gift to Hickory youngsters, that did the trick! 
They clamored for classes in gardening. 

Since the Hickory Garden Club already sponsored a 
single junior club (which, incidentally, captured honors 
at the fall flower show), the enthusiastic garden leader used 
this group as a springboard from which to launch a full- 
fledged campaign for clubs in all of the city’s schools. 

After days of conferences and. careful program planning, 
a meeting was held in the office of the Superintendent of 


Public Schools, with Mrs. Boyer and Mrs. C. B. Scott, 
assistant chairman of the junior clubs, presenting the recom- 
mendations. The plans for school participation were ap- 
proved by the superintendent, principals and educational 
leaders, and shortly afterwards the Parent-Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation pledged its whole-hearted co-operation. 

Because Mrs. Boyer carries on a large business enter- 
prise, a project of this size meant putting personal work 
aside in order to iron out every wrinkle in the new program. 
She spent endless hours and days getting it off to a smooth, 
fast start, even helping to chalk up top scores on the black- 
boards at each school! 

The problem of sponsorship of the junior clubs was a 
simple one. There were nine senior clubs and nine public 
schools (originally) in which junior clubs were to be 
organized. So each senior club voted to sponsor one junior 
group. Each adult club then appointed a_ horticultural 
chairman to act as nature study leader for its junior club. 
Today, with the project in full swing, the over-all program 
is functioning as follows. Once a month the adult leader of 
each junior group “leads” a one-hour horticultural program 
in the school auditorium attended by some 145 fifth- and 
sixth-grade junior garden clubbers. The officers of each 
junior club preside on the stage with the adult leader. A!! 
the clubs, incidentally, are named after a particular flower 





and all have adopted the slogan “Don’t Be a Litterbug.” ane samen 
Tots in the third and fourth grades are now asking for B 
similar clubs, while Hickory’s one junior high school 
organized a garden club in January. 
In addition to these monthly “club-meeting” sessions, 30- 
minute nature study classes are conducted three times 
weekly in all grades of all grammar and junior and senior 
high schools in Hickory by regular teachers. These classes 
are carefully co-ordinated with the monthly sessions and, 
between the two, excellent over-all coverage of gardening and 
related subjects (horticulture, nature study, flower arrang- 
ing, conservation, etc.) is achieved. Moreover, these subjects 
are presented to the youngsters in a simple, clear-cut 
manner. A brief description of the entire 1953 school 
program month by month appears at the end of this article. 
The actual gardening work the children do on the school 
grounds (and it is considerable) is an important part of 
the whole program and brings double rewards. First, the 
gardening practice permits the children to learn by doing— 
the best way to learn of all. Second, the “practice” is beauti- 
fying the school grounds to a head-turning degree. Indeed, 
through this school program, Hickory is fast becoming one 
of the most garden-conscious cities in the South. 
Last fall, Hickory school children planted 3.000 tulip 
bulbs, 2,000 Holland daffodils and a goodly number of 
other bulbs on their school grounds. These were purchased 
with funds raised from selling pansy plants, vegetables and , 
tans flower seeds as well as Christmas wreaths and corsages The thrill, the all-absorbing wonder, of exploring deep, 
hase made by juniors.

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A visit with two leaders in the field in Ireland 


No doubt about it, daffodil time would be the time to 
visit Ireland. Unfortunately we arrived in July, too late 
to see the flowers in bloom. At least we could go and 
talk daffodils with the two great Irish hybridizers— 
Richardson and Wilson. 

Our first visit was to Prospect House (Waterford), the 
home of J. Lionel Richardson. And there we did see 
daffodils in bloom! The bulbs had come from New Zealand, 
which explains the off-schedule. Daffodils sent from Ire- 
land to New Zealand establish themselves fairly quickly, 
but these, which had traveled in the opposite direction, 
probably would not produce a show flower before the 
fifth year in their new home. 

On one side of a nearby walled enclosure boxes held 
year-old seedlings with leaves as fine as grass blades. 


Along the other side were stacks of numbered trays 
the vat of fungicide where each tray with its content 
dipped as it comes from the field. At the back were sj 
for bulb storage and tables where every bulb is cle 
by hand. Each year about 300,000 bulbs are dug from 
two acres of daffodils. 


When in flower, show specimens are protected fromj 


terrific Irish winds by canvas windbreaks, and ca 
strips over the blooms shield them from the sun. (Ca 
is ordered by the mile.)

It takes an- 
other year or two to get a show flower. 
The parentage of the best ones is then 
recorded, and each is given a number 
and a label. The following 
year those good enough for another look 
have their number, etc., recorded in the 
“hig book” and are given metal labels. 
The third year, after. reselection. labels 
are turned sideways on rejected flowers, 
which are discarded when dug. Only 
ene out of a thousand seedlings is worth 
propagating as something’ different 
from or better than those already on the 
market today.

Mr. Richardson uses mainly -his own 
stock. or that of his Irish colleagues. for 
breeding. Now 60 years old. he has been 
hybridizing for 40 years. ever since he 
left school. He turned professional in 
1920. after winning many amateur con- 
tests. because his tastes had become too 
expensive for the pocketbook of an 
amateur. His greatest profit is in novel- 
ties; he does not go in for mass pro- 
duction, mainly because it takes twenty- 
five to thirty years to amass a real 
quantity of new bulbs. 

When we returned to the house Mrs. 
Richardson showed us the Engleheart 
cup, with its beautiful raised design of 
daffodils, awarded for the best “12 va- 
rieties raised by the exhibitor.” Mr. 
Richardson had won it 13 times, in addi- 
tion to many medals. Last year 3.000 
Richardson narcissus went to the Lon- 
don flower show, and at two shows in 
succession they won the highly prized 
gold medal. 

Of the daffodils in their present cata- 
logue the Richardsons especially like 
Arbar, with a broad, flat, pure white 
perianth and a saucer-shaped cup of 
deep red orange. and My Love, a large 
flower with white perianth of smooth 
texture and a long cup opening a pale 
primrose that fades to near white with 
a rolled flange of greenish lemon. Tudor 
Minstrel, which has never been beaten 
in a single bloom class, is an immense 
flower over 5 inches across with over- 
lapping white perianth of fine substance 
and a frilled orange yellow cup. Ceylon 
has a smooth, overlapping perianth of 
gold and a goblet-shaped crown of-clear 
orange red, while White Prospect is 
glistening white throughout its large 
perianth and rather slender trumpet 
with wide, rolled flange. These are all 
new introductions to the daffodil world. 





An Omission ... 


@ Though we neglected to mention 
it, the large photograph of iris on 
40-41 in the June issue was 
taken in Kenneth D. Smith’s garden 
in Staten Island, New York. The va- 
riety shown was his own Pink Ruffles, 
growing near the terrace.—Ep1ror. 
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Of the less expensive varieties there is 
Bundoran, a large flower with smooth 
white perianth of thick substance and 
a very large frilled cup of warm buff. 
The intriguing Blarney ‘has a firm, satiny 
white perianth and a flat coral crown 
with narrow pale primrose rim. Asked 
what was exciting for the future, Mr. 
Richardson replied. “Lots of new pinks, 
of course!” 

Not until the middle of August did 
we get up north to Broughshane, birth- 
place of the giant white trumpet daffo- 
dil of the same name. Guy L. Wilson, 
creator of that variety. was busy get- 
ting bulbs ready for shipment, many to 
America. If he thadn’t been packing he 
would have “been busy planting bulbs, 
he told us. 

“In this climate one could even dig 
the bulbs and replant them’ without 
drying. Climate makes such a differ- 
ence: bulbs coming to us even from 
Holland take a good time to. become 
acclimatized. They must split up and 
make new bulbs before they really show 
their merit.” He thought the same 
might be true of Irish bulbs in America: 
the first year would be good, then there 
might be a decline until new bulbs had 
a chance to form. 

The walls of the home were hung 
with paintings. mostly of narcissus, in- 
cluding some really exquisite ones by 
the 85-year-old Frank: Galsworthy. 
Among the daffodils of other hybridizers 
depicted in the gallery was the lovely 
Damson of the late P. D. Williams. Mr. 
Wilson spoke of him and other friends 
—and their nareissus. Carlton. Have- 
Jock. white and lemon Brunswick. the 
white and rose cream trumpet Trous- 
seau. “one of the finest daffodils in ex- 
istence.” were all introduced by Mr. 
Williams. The uniaue Coverack Per- 
fection and the luminous lemon Hunter’s 
Moon came from Brodie of Brodie. 

Talk turned to Engleheart. introducer 
of the classic Beersheba, whose silver 
cup we had seen at ‘Prospect House. 
That cup had also spent some time at 
Broughshane. and Mr. Wilson remi- 
nisced: “As Mr. Engleheart said. it is 
eleven months of waiting for one month 
of pain. He often asked why we didn’t 
take to making pots and pans as a pro- 
fession.” 

We could imagine the pain of trying 
to keep records on 5,000 to 6,000 new 
seedlings (not to mention older varie- 
ties), getting flowers ready for show and 
being deluged with visitors, all at the 
same time. No danger of our host chang- 
ing his occupation, though. As a young 
man he had been in the wool business be- 
cause everyone said it would be impossi- 
ble to make a living just hybridizing 
daffodils. But he had deserted wool for 
flowers about 25 years ago, and now 
has about two acres planted to bulbs. 
The winter months are spent writing

asts all over the world—good 
whether he has met them or not. 

Mr. Wilson is much interested in the 
work of Americans such as Grant E. 
Mitsch of Canby, Oregon, and Frank 
Reinelt, of Pacific delphinium fame. He 
has heard that Reinelt’s orange red and 
yellow daffodil. named Puka-Puka after 
the voleano. is very fine and would like 
to see it. We were told that both of 
these Americans have written for the 
R. H. S. Daffodil Year Book, while Mr. 
Wilson has contributed to the Narcissus 
Edition of the American Plant Society’s 
“Herbertia.” One edition, in fact, was 
dedicated to him. the year he was pre- 
sented with their medal. 

We mentioned the encouragement 
given amateurs by specialists like our 
host and Mr. Richardson—offering pol- 
len, sometimes of varieties not yet on 
the market, and even stock on occasion. 
Mr. Wilson felt the more interest the 
better. “There are many good ama- 
teurs in England, and much interest in 
New Zealand and Tasmania, where 
Binkie came from. That is a rather in- 
teresting story. , 

And he told us about this charming 
narcissus. On opening, the whole flower 





is a clear lemon, but gradually the 
crown turns almost pure white. It was 
one of a group raised from a packet of 
mixed seed bought from Robert Syden- 
ham Lt. of Birmingham, England—very 
probably some of the seed supplied to 
Mr. Sydenham by Mr. Wilson himself. 
The original bulb was sent to Brough- 
shane from Tasmania and almost died. 
only a tiny scrap remaining. But that 
scrap developed into Binkie, a very good 
grower which has now been introduced 
under Mr. Wilson’s very keen parental 
interest. 

But we also wanted to hear about in- 
troductions entirely his own. As we 
went out to the storerooms he mentioned 
some favorites: Milanion, a large trum- 
pet of clear golden yellow; Moonstruck, 
an immense flower of faintest lemon 
primrose with flanged trumpet tipped 
with bright lemon; the first early bi- 
color Preamble, with its flat white 
perianth and chrome yellow trumpet. 
For the past seven years Cantatrice has 
headed the list for exhibition white 
trumpets in the R. H. S. ballot. The 
small-cupped ice white Frigid and the 
magnificent lemon trumpet Garron also 
merit acclaim. 

As for coming events, of course, there 
will soon be the breath-taking white 
trumpet Empress of Ireland, which went 
best of show in London in 1952—but not 
for a while, since there were only seven or 
eight bulbs last year. And then will 
come lots of good white seedlings from 
variety Broughshane, even better than 
their parent. 

The Richardsons had told us of Mr. 
Wilson’s gift for names, and as we 
looked at the labels on the trays of 
fat brown bulbs we willingly agreed. 
Names of people had been avoided— 
instead there were such _ descriptive 
names as Bread and Cheese. Bridal 
Robe, Dervish, Home Fires, Indian Sum- 
mer, Zero, Chinese White, Foggy Dew 
and Reprieve (the last flower to open 
in the season). 

Another group of names gave us an 
idea; why not plant a garden of vir- 
tues? Skipping attractive Frivolity and 
gorgeous Bravado would leave such 
worthy traits as Goodwill, Foresight. 
Promptitude, Reflection, Gentility, Vir- 
tue, Justice and Truth. Mr. Wilson re- 
marked that Truth was very durable but 
Virtue was a slow increaser and there 
was not.much Justice right now. Be- 
sides, he- said, for such a garden we 
would also want Sincerity bred by Dr. 
Lower, Courage from Brodie of Brodie 
and Content introduced by P. D. 
Williams, 

We agreed it would be wonderful to 
step into the garden and pick a large 
bunch of Content. Then we went home, 
still mulling over two of the daffodil 
world’s most enticing catalogues—from 
Richardson and Wilson of Ireland» 





When your house plant: 


Where are your house plants spending the summer? 
Are they still in the nouse waiting for a breath of fresh 
air? Or have you set them under a tree—out of sight. out 
of mind? Why not make the most of their decorative possi- 
bilities by using them on your terrace, porch or doorstep? 

Give some thought. too, to what the location will do for 
them. For if you place shade-doting plants like begonias 
and ferns in burning sunlight and sun-baskers like ger- 
aniums in shade, you'll soon be forced to hide them away 
in a more congenial spot for rejuvenation. By using care 
in selecting both the plants and their location, you'll find 
your house plants can be a year-round pleasure rather 
than just a winter hobby. 

Keep in mind that it’s best to group plants of the same 


requirements. Try to make them look as though they 
belong together. For example, a collection of geraniums 
and coleus will look well in a group, but ferns and cactus 
are not well mated. Hairy-leaved plants such as African 
violets and gloxinias will do best sheltered from rain and 
hot sun. And all your plants will be happier with some 
wind protection. 

When you first bring your plants outdoors, break them 
in gradually to the open air and sunlight. Even plants 
from a sunny south window will find the open sun more 
than they can take in one gulp. Put them first on a shaded 
porch; then gradually give a litthke more sun each day to 
those which are to go into sunny places.

of a soluble plant food, according to 
manufacturer’s directions. To prevent 
burning, make sure the soil is a little 
moist before using the fertilizer. 

Plants not reached by rain will need 
to be washed regularly to remove dust. 
Do this before the sun reaches the plants, 
and dry them in the shade so leaves will 
not be burned. Choose an hour early in 
the day for this so the foliage will dry 
before nightfall. 

Only healthy, well-shaped plants 
should be kept on display. Others be- 
long on the health farm—sunk into the 
ground under a tree up to the pot rim. 
Here regular attention throughout the 
summer involves watering, feeding, prun- 
ing and spraying to help make them pre- 
sentable indoor specimens by fall. 

This is a good time to start young 
house plants from cuttings for the winter 
window garden. When summer ends, 
many of your larger plants may have 
grown so robust in the great outdoors 
that they'll be cramped in the space you 
had for them last year. Keep the young 
plants you grow from cuttings in the 
health farm under the tree until they 
are large enough for decoration. 

A few weeks before frost is expected, 
start moving the plants into the house by 
gradual stages. First to a_ sheltered 
porch, then into the house, preferably 
before the heating system is turned on. 
In this way they will become acclimated 
to indoor conditions gracefully without 
shedding leaves or flowers.»

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They are easy to water by sub-irrigation 
if set in large pans or saucers. Flat soup 
plates that can be bought in ten-cent 
stores serve well as reservoirs. Several 
layers of dampened cheesecloth stretched 
over the top of each pan create the 
needed “humidity and help maintain the 
soil surface moisture so important to 
germination at this season. After the 
plants are up, I like to transfer them to 
3-inch pots plunged in sand. Plant 
bands of wood veneer are fine, but un- 
less the nitrogen levels in the soil are 
kept high enough to promote vigorous 
root growth, the decaying wood causes 
that sour condition that has been so 
familiar to most of us. 








July Greenhouse Tips 


SOW SEED OF: Fibrous-rooted 
Beconias for small Christmas gift 
plants. BrRowALLia to set in hanging 
baskets or pots, several plants to a 
container and 2 inches apart, for 
flowers in late December; pinch for 
bushy growth. CALCEOLARIA, thinly 
in equal parts soil, sand, rotted 
manure or peat, shading seedlings 
heavily and moving to flats; feed 
periodically. Dipiscus for blue flowers 
in December. FORGET-ME-NOTS in 
winter varieties for bench edges; 
don’t wet foliage. Lettuce, either 
leaf or head. MIGNONETTE, in cool 
house for fragrant flowers from De- 
cember on. SNAPDRAGONS, spacing 6 
inches apart and omitting pinching 
for early bloom; 8 inches apart and 
no pinching for second crop of 
shorter-stemmed flowers. SwEET PEAS, 
winter-flowering varieties, two or three 
seeds to a pot and bench when plants 
are 4 or 5 inches, saving bench space 
for another crop while plants are 
young. ToMmATOoESs in cool house if 
seed is sown by July 1 and fruit is 
set by September, or in warm house 
(night 60°) for midwinter fruit. 


SOW PERENNIAL SEED. When 
plants are established transfer to 
coldframe or permanent garden loca- 
tion and mulch. The following are 
exceptionally well suited to this treat- 
ment: Brunnera macrophylla (An- 
chusa myosotidiflora), centaurea, 
digitalis, Scabiosa caucasica and S. 
columbaria (Columbaria  anthemi- 
folia), shasta daisy, Armeria 
pseudoarmeria (Statice latifolia), 
Thalictrum dipterocarpum and Ther- 
mopsis caroliniana. 


TAKE MORE CUTTINGS of 
poinsettias. Pot those already rooted 
and pinch no later than August 25. 


BENCH or shift bouvardia cuttings 
and continue pinching until Septem- 
ber. Young carnation plants should 
be ready to bench.

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GERANIUMS ... 


train them as trees 


By KATHERINE PEAVY (Calif.) 


RAINING slender-stemmed plants to 

a treelike or standard form is not 

a new gardening technique. But 
have you tried it with geraniums? One 
of the most striking garden displays 
imaginable is that of a half dozen pots 
of standard shell pink geraniums against 
a background of blue iris, double red 
varieties against a white fence or double 
whites against a redwood wall. 

Any of the larger varieties of zonal 
geraniums can be trained into treelike 
forms. It is a simple matter of remov- 
ing side shoots as they develop on the 
plant and any new shoots which appear 
from below the soil line. The main 
stem is supported by means of a stake, 
to which it is tied with raffia, bits of 
cellophane, old shoelaces or commercial 
paper-covered wire. 

Choose geranium varieties which have 
thick straight stems and which will ‘de- 
velop into large plants. Plants which 
bush out are not as suitable because the 
stems on such plants are apt to be 
crooked; leave them for ordinary pot 
culture. Choice of color is important if 
the plants are to fill a definite place in 
the garden scheme. Are your standard 
geraniums to line the edge of a walk or 
terrace? Are they to be used to break 
the harsh lines of a brick or stone wall? 
Will they accent an entrance or merely 
act as a background for other plants? 
Since geraniums are trained into stand- 
ards chiefly for the purpose of giving 
importance to the blossoms, colors must 
be chosen carefully. 

New plants can be started by taking 
long, straight cuttings and rooting them 
in coarse sand. Place the cuttings in a 
shady, sheltered place and keep them 
moist but not wet. Use a sharp knife 
in taking cuttings and cut them below 
a joint or node. Choose the tips of firm 
but not woody stems. Remove all but 
two or three top leaves and any buds, 
for the strength of the cutting is to go 
towards forming roots, not flowers. 

Roots will form in from four to eight 
weeks, when the cuttings may be trans- 
ferred to 2%-inch pots of a leafmold, 
| sand and garden loam mixture. In about 
| a month, the plants may be shifted to 

4-inch pots and fed with an all-purpose 

fertilizer. Maximum size of pots to 
| which the standards will eventually be 
transferred is 6 inches, or the equiva- 
lent size in another type of container.

Geranium specialists agree that all 
pelargoniums should be kept somewhat 
root-bound for profusion of bloom. Other- 
wise, they grow up to foliage instead of 
producing the best quality flowers. 

After the standards have reached a 
height of about 2 feet, the top branches 
should be pinched back to keep the 
plant compact. Ultimate height depends 
upon individual taste and the purpose 
for which the plants are developed. We 
have seen standard geraniums 4 feet 
high. Thirty inches is about right for 
ordinary background purposes, This 
size is easy to handle, too. It is most 
important that the stems be given ade- 
quate support, such as a stout bam)0o 
pole. or one of cedar or redwood which 
does not rot off. The stems are brittle 
and will snap off at the slightest strain. 

Standard geraniums make an _ attrac:

plunged in the bed the plants appear 
to be growing in the ground.

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Birch Leaf Miner 


A number of leaves on our birch trees 
this year seemed thicker than the others, 
the veins especially so with reddish, 
bumpy distortions. What causes this and 
how can I control it?—ELEANORE De 
Georce (Pa.) 

Your birch trees are infested with the 
birch leaf miner. This insect spends 
part of its life inside the leaf—that’s the 
bumpy distortion you speak of. The 
best control is the new insecticide Lin- 
dane. Apply this, mixed according to 
manufacturer’s directions, in early June 
as the young worms hatch. In some 
areas there is said to be a second brood 
in August. 


Iron De ficiency 


I read in FLower Grower last year 
about chlorosis in lilies probably caused 
by iron deficiency. What causes an iron 
deficiency in the soil and how can it be 
corrected ?—Mrs. R. S. Brown (N. J) 

Iron deficiency usually results when 
the soil is either very alkaline or ex- 
tremely acid. Under these conditions the 
iron is not available to the lily. Some 
control can be obtained by spraying the 
foliage with sulphate of iron in a weak 
solution. 


Gloxinia Trouble 


I have several gloxinia plants with 
healthy foliage but some of the buds are 
deformed, Can you tell me what causes 
this?—Mrs. Eucene Canty (Me.) 

In all probability, your plants are in- 
fested with mite, a tiny insect barely 
visible to the naked eye. There is little 
you can do at this stage of development, 
but prior to bud development a rotenone 
or pyrethrum dust might be helpful. Or, 
one of the more powerful miticides, such 
as Dimite, could be used according to 
the manufacturer’s directions. 


Salt Hay 


Many garden writers refer to a “mulch 
of salt hay.” What is salt hay?—Mkrs. 
Heten D. Anperson ( Miss.) 

Salt hay is derived from a wild grass 
which grows in salty marshes near the 
sea. Tidal waters or the backwash from 
incoming tides frequently flow over these 
marshes. It is a tough grass forming a 
thick sod that is easily walked on. Cut 
and dried it makes an excellent mulch- 
ing hay as it does not rot when wet as 
will ordinary hay. 
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PROPAGATING by 


constant mist 


by WILLIAM G. MITCHELL 


You may be able to make that green 
thumb of yours even greener by rooting 
many of your cuttings under a new prop- 
agation system called constant mist. In 
this system, cuttings are simply bathed 
continuously in a fine mist of water—in 
full sunlight--for the entire rooting 
period. The mist is provided by special 
atomizing nozzles. which can be made or 
purchased, and it’s a simple matter for 
the home gardener to set up the system 
and keep it operating. All that’s needed 
are one or more flats or a propagation 
bench. one or more atomizing nozzles 
(the system is completely “elastic”). a 
hose or pipe. and a continuous water 
supply at adequate pressure to operate 
the nozzle. 

This system. under test at the 
Florida Agricultural Experiment Station, 


now 


has several distinct advantages over the 
usual rooting methods. According to Dr. 
H. N. Miller and Austin Griffiths. Jr.. of 
the Florida station. it affords almost 100 
per cent freedom from the usual insect 
pests and diseases of the propagating 
bench. including damping-off. This ef- 
fects a great saving in labor and time for 
it eliminates the need to sterilize or fumi- 
gate the planting medium and also the 
necessity of dusting or spraying the 
In fact. the only attention re- 
quired is an occasional check to make 
sure mist nozzles are working properly. 

Other advantages: the humidity of the 
constant mist system maintains your cut- 
tings’ in tip-top shape. with no wilting; 
and in the case of many plants. cuttings 
root faster and vield a higher percentage 
of well-rooted plantlets.

When the system is set up out- 
doors. some kind of wind protection is 
likely to be needed.

tings. However, Griffiths points out tha 
wind protection doesn’t seem critica 
when the proper type nozzles are use 
and placed directly over the cutting: 
These nozzles provide a heavy mist « 
the right distribution to compete su 
cessfully with interference from wind. 

For most of the plants used in th: 
tests. the rooting medium used did not 
make a significant difference. A mixture 
of equal parts vermiculite and peat, how- 
ever. was about the best in most cases. 
Sawdust and sawdust-peat also proved 
good general-purpose rooting mediums. 
Satisfactory rooting. however, was o)- 
tained with all media. 

The Florida tests showed that when a 
bench is under constant mist for a long 
time, deposits of soluble salts from thie 
water may collect on the rooting media 
and sometimes even on the plants them- 
selves. However. these salts do not in- 
jure the cuttings and can be flushed 
away with water. 

To give you an idea of the wide variety 
of plants that can be rooted under con- 
stant mist. here’s a list of some of those 
which have given good results in Florida: 
azalea, boxwood, camellia, croton. com- 
mon fig. gardenia, ivy, holly, common and 
California privet. myrtle, oleander. fire- 
thorn, roses, blackberry, raspberry. dew- 
berry, blueberry and various haws. In 
some cases, several cuttings of clones 
and species were used; in other cases, 
only single representatives. Most cut- 
tings were standard, current-wood, stem 
propagations from average plants.

\vzaleas, gardenias. hibiscus, privets 
and haws were some of the more readily 
rooting plants which responded most 
rapidly to the constant mist, while 
among the usually hard-to-root plants 
which reacted favorably. were holly, 


and roses. The good results ob- 
tained with azalea and fig cuttings dis- 
count reports that hairy-leaved materials 
can't be rooted under this system.

Here’s a description of one constant 
mist system set up by the Florida sta- 
tion scientists. The men laid four lengths 
of 34-inch galvanized pipe. connected by 
three T’s, down the middle of the propa- 


gating bench just above the rooting 
medium. They connected the pipe at 


one end to a hose. closing the other 
end with a cap. To the T’s they then 
afixed three 14-inch-long perpendicular 
pipe arms and connected an atomizing 
nozzle to the end of arm. The 
nozzles used were simply standard fau- 
cets turned 


each 


upside down. A copper 
plate with a tiny hole in the center 
was then secured to each faucet by a 
screw ring and a small baffle-plate fixed 
directly overhead. Water from the tiny 
hole hit the baffle-plate. producing a 
heavy mist of water. Baffle-plate nozzles 
such as this can be made at home or 
purchased for less than $2.00. 

A modified baffle nozzle has a reg- 
ulating screw with a blunt point that may 
be run down toward the tiny hole to pro- 
duce a mist. This and the other com- 
mercially produced baffle types are all 
non-clogging and so will pay for them- 
selves in convenience and water saved— 
they use only about a gallon of water per 
hour, while homemade baffle types may 
use considerabiy more. Another type 
nozzle produces mist in an internal mix- 
ing chamber. 

Study of the constant mist system is 
still going on in Florida. Scientists are 
attempting to find out more about the 
light intensities needed and are working 
to refine the mechanics of the system. 
They also plan to test intermittent mist 
controlled by a time-clock device. Also. 
the scientists are trying to determine why 
constant mist eliminates disease and 
insect troubles.»

The device 
which performs this magic is the Plastic 
Plant Propagator (patent pending), 
which, since my first experiments in 
1948. has given me outstanding results 
with any number of choice subjects in- 
cluding special blue spruces and rare 
forms and color varieties of pines. firs, 
Douglas fir, cypress, beech, birch, rho- 
dodendrons and azaleas. 

Simplicity characterizes both the plas- 
tic propagator itself and the grafting 
technique it employs. The propagator 
is a small, two-piece device consisting of 
(1) a plastic “overcoat” for the plant 
with a tie string at the top and a 
rigid plastic ring at the bottom, which 
provide the plant with a_ moisture- 
proof fit to maintain needed humidity; 
and (2) a thin muslin “topcoat” (ac- 
tually just a square piece of mate- 
rial) to serve as a shade and eliminate 
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with plastic 


danger of sunburn. The grafting tech- 
nique is as follows: First. the scion of 
the desired plant material is grafted 
on a common rootstock, just as in the 
greenhouse. Best results are obtained 
when the scion and rootstock stems are 
about the diameter. For most 
plants. the best age rootstock to use is 
a four-year transplant. Step No, 2: the 
plastic overcoat is drawn on over the

plant and the base ring pressed firmly 
against the ground. If a four-year root- 
stock has used, it will be 
enough to be completely covered by the

time, too, one third of the top of the 
stock plant is cut off to force growth 
into the scion. Three weeks or so later, 
another third is removed, and the top 
of the plastic coat is untied and then 
retied with one section of the top al- 
lowed to gap open. This permits a free 
circulation of air through the device but 
protects plant from full force of elements. 

The tilting of the base cap of the 
film and the gapping of the top serve 
to gradually harden the scion—and also 
the union—to normal atmospheric con- 
ditions. As a result, the plant suffers 
no shock when the propagating device 
is finally removed—usually about three 
months from the time the scion was 
originally set. (However, if the plant 
is doing well at the end of eight weeks, 
the propagator can be removed then.) 
The binding on the union should be

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removed about this time, too. Some- 
times this binding is ready to come off 
considerably earlier — in five or six 
weeks. Certainly it should be removed 
before it shows signs of constricting the 
union of scion and stock. 

The final third of the stock—the sec- 
tion just above the union—is best left 
on the plant until the following spring, 
in my opinion, although most grafting 
authorities remove it at the end of 12 
weeks. I like to leave it on because I 
consider it beneficial in maintaining 
some semblance of balance between the 
top and the root system. The two-thirds 
already removed forces plenty of growth 
into the scion the first year. 

But why does the Plastic Plant Prop- 
agator give such outstanding results, 
not only producing material at a fraction 
of the work and cost of greenhouse 
plants but also yielding material of far 
superior quality — bigger, healthier, 
more vigorous specimens?

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taken from mid-July to fall. Make them 
6 to 8 inches long and cut them from 
branches of the current season’s growth. 
Remove the leaves from the lower half of 
each cutting. taking care not to strip 
ine bark. Then, using a sharp knife. 
wound the base with three upward slices 
into the bark, making each slice approxi- 
mately *. inch long and leaving a half 
inch between each gash. Make the cuts 
through the bark only; don’t cut into the 
woody portion of the stem. Make the 
first slice at the very base of the cutting. 

Next. dip the base of each cutting 144 
inches deep into a root-growth hormone 
powder, making certain that some of the 
powder gets into the wounds under the 
bark. Tap the cuttings gently to remove 
excess powder. 


Then insert the cuttings (in an up- 
right position) into the medium to a 
depth of one half their length, spacing 
them 4 to 6 inches apart. A wooden peg 
is a handy tool to make openings in the 
sand for the cuttings, which may then be 
inserted with very little rooting powder 
lost. Firm the sand around the cuttings, 
and immediately water the bed. 


Place the cover on the frame, and 
remember to keep the sand moist at all 
times. A good drainage system should 
prevent the sand from becoming water- 
logged. For the first several weeks, at 
least. it’s a good idea to sprinkle the 
cuttings with water twice daily. 

Rhododendrons ordinarily root rather 
slowly compared to many other 
plants. Under this method, however, cut- 
tings taken in summer should be ready 
to remove from the propagation frame 
by late fall or spring. Healthy-looking 
cuttings which have not developed roots 
by spring should be left in the frame.

[From pace 35]. Sufficient perennials 
and sasanqua camellias were donated by 
Mrs. Boyer for plots at nine schools. At 
the same time, Mabel Rowe, feature 
writer on the Hickory Record, conducted 
a publicity campaign for donations of 
cash and evergreen shrubbery—and the 
response was astounding! 

One of the most interesting of the 
“learning-by-doing” projects is the com- 
posting program, in which waste ma- 
terials from the city’s many industrial 
plants are utilized. No longer are cotton 
lint, cottonseed hulls and sawdust 
burned. Instead they are brought to 
school grounds, where the youngsters 
mix them with leaves hauled there by the 
city in fall. Moreover, this particular 
project teaches children not only how 
to make compost—humus—but also its 
importance to soil. 

All in all, Hickory’s experiment in 
bringing gardening to youngsters through 
the schools is proving extremely success- 
ful—and rewarding in some very funda- 
mental ways. Shortly after the project 
was inaugurated, Superintendent of 
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Schools W. S. Hamilton, one of the most 
grateful backers of the movement, had 
this to say: “We’re already seeing re- 
sults in the children’s appreciation of 
the beauty in nature and horticulture. 
And the project fits right in with our 
curriculum, giving our science and nature 
courses a shot in the arm. Moreover, the 
program is developing well-rounded 
citizens for our community.” 

The entire program for 1953 broken 
down by months is as follows: 

JANUARY: Bird study with a showing 
of 72 bird slides in color with recorded 
sound. The children were shown how 
to make bird feeders and suet cakes. 
Lists of foods liked by birds and migra- 
tion charts were made. As each bird 
was discussed, the good it does (for 
instance, devouring insects harmful to 
plant life) was pointed out. Boys were 
urged to give up BB guns and told that 
a good junior gardener never kills birds. 

FEBRUARY: Study of trees and their 
importance to mankind. Children were 
shown how to pick the proper location 
for trees, how to plant them—type. of 
hole to be dug, staking, etc. Future care 
was also discussed. On Arbor Day, trees 


were planted on school grounds under 
the supervision of adult horticulturists. 
An added February highlight: Valentine 
“urrangements. 

Marcu: 


Indoor sowing of vegetable 
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Children Can Be Good Gardeners 


and flower seeds in flats or pots and 
transplanting methods. The end of the 
month, the seedlings were shifted to pots 
and taken home for permanent planting. 
Also, packages of seed were sold, the 
proceeds going to the beautification fund. 

ApriL: Instruction and practice in 
flower arranging in preparation for the 
May flower show. Junior exhibits for 
the show: dish gardens, shadow boxes, 
terrariums, scrapbooks and arrangements 
of bulbous flowers grown on school plots. 

May: Participation in flower show 
and setting out of annuals in school 
flower beds. These plants had been 
started from seed indoors. Also, some 
seed was sown directly into beds pre- 
pared by junior gardeners. 

SEPTEMBER: Discussions on lawn care, 
instruction and practice both in making 
dried arrangements and in taking and 
rooting cuttings. Children will be taught 
to take better care of home lawns, re- 
fraining from bicycling over them or 
otherwise damaging them. They will be 
taught the various methods of drying 
field grasses and fall flowers for use in 
arrangements as well as the proper way 
to take and root cuttings. 

OctosBer: Study of indoor plants and 
bulbs. The latter will include a consid- 
eration of the proper planting depths, 
feeding and after-planting care, plus 
colored slides on Holland’s bulb industry. 

NoveMBER: Leaf study, spatter paint- 
ing, pruning, dish gardens and terrari- 
ums. Children will bring fall leaves for 
study. Reasons for bright fall coloring 
will be discussed. Lessons in spatter 
painting, using leaves and shrubbery 
pieces, will be given. Correct methods 
of pruning these materials will also be 
covered. Dish gardens and terrariums 
will be made, the terrariums filled with 
ferns and wild flowers not on conserva- 
tion lists. A timely “extra” will be the 
making of Thanksgiving arrangements. 

DeceEMBER: The making of Christmas 
arrangements, tree ornaments’ and 
shadow boxes. The arrangements (for 


front door, dinner table or mantel) will 
be made of materials brought from 


home, as will the Christmas tree orna- 
ments. The shadow boxes will depict 
the manger scene. With such holly- 
flavored goings-on, it’s a pretty sure bet 
Hickory’s classrooms will look like 
Santa Claus-land!®

Among the “spiders” (large daylilies 
with long narrow segments that tend to 
curl) are these yellow varieties: Lemoine 
Bechtold’s Nina Winecar, BuitHE Lapy 
and Kinpty Licut, Wheeler’s Scorpio, 
and Russell’s Sitver Stars. Prominent 
among the reds are Richard Johnson’s 
Rep Spier and Geddes Douglas’ origi- 
nation SpipeR Rep. 


BICOLORS. The principal novelties 
for 1953 among the bicolors (daylilies 
whose petals and sepals are different 
colors) are the reverse bicolors. In these 
the sepals are darker than the petals, 
just the reverse of the usual bicolor type. 
Perhaps the most beautiful of the new 
reverse bicolors is CHLOE’s CuH1Lp (Nes- 
mith), whose wide segments are sharply 
recurved at the tips. 

Few newcomers challenge such de- 
pendable bicolors as Gay TrRouBADoUR, 
Botp Courtier, Su-Lin (all Nesmith), 
JEAN (McDade), Mary GuenTHER (Rus- 
sell) and the reliable CABALLERO (Stout). 
However, a new medium-tall, evergreen 
bicolor with clear segments shows prom- 
ise of being highly favored. It is SPARKLE 
from Arthur Jones of Atlanta. 

Perhaps the two bicolors most in de- 
mand—and hardest to obtain—are the 
tan and yellow Winpsor Tan (Nesmith) 
and CLuny Brown (B. Taylor). 


Interest in breeding daylilies has al- 
most reached that in hybridizing bearded 
iris and gladiolus, and there’s still greater 
improvement and many more novelties 
to come. However, in-breeding (line 
breeding) and breeding for regional im- 
provement, coupled with the many fac- 
tors already present in the genes of to- 
day’s hybrids, have resulted in a de- 
crease in the number of good “breaks” 
(mutations) and an increased sensitivity 
to local growing conditions. Therefore, 
you should exercise caution in purchas- 
ing new varieties not yet tested in your 
area. Perhaps the best check on regional 
performance may be secured through 
membership in The Hemerocallis Society, 
which supplies the latest information 
through regular publications as well as 
through direct contacts.»

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Summer Lawn Care 


[From pace 31] Dandelions, buckhorn 
and broadleaved plantain are readily 
destroyed by 2,4-D preparations. Ap- 
plied according to the instructions, a 
small quantity of this chemical can 
destroy a surprising number of weeds. 
On the small lawn a diluted solution of 
2.4-D may be applied to each weed with 
a paintbrush, if no sprayer is available. 
This chemical, and the sprayer used 
for it, should be kept away from other 
valuable garden plants since it may 
damage them. And if late summer or 
fall reseeding is planned, make the 
final treatment several weeks before. 

Strange as it may seem, turf grasses 
are attacked by diseases, including 
brownpatch, dollarspot and copperspot. 
The golf course superintendent controls 
them by careful management and the 
use of fungicides. Since good control 
with fungicides requires regular appli- 
cations in advance of the disease attack, 
it is troublesome for the average home 
owner. Proper liming. careful fertiliza- 
tion and limited watering keep disease 
at a minimum. The lawn hobbyist with 
a fine-turf lawn might use mercury or 
cadmium fungicides 
structions. Bentgrass lawns are more 
susceptible than others to disease injury. 

The Japanese beetle grub may do 
considerable damage in August and 
early September when the young grubs 
feed heavily on the grass roots. A large 
infestation kills the grass by cutting the 
turf at a depth of about an inch. The 
symptoms are spongy sod or turf that 
is easily lifted. 

Once found, the grubs are controlled 
by application of 6 pounds of 10 per 
cent DDT or 5 pounds of 5 per cent 
chlordane dust per 1.000 square feet. 
Spread the insecticide uniformly and 
water it in if possible. Such DDT treat- 
ments should last 7 or 8 years, while 
chlordane appears to lose its effective- 
ness more rapidly. 

Hot, dry weather is the time to watch 
out for chinch bugs. Unfortunately, it is 
difficult to spot them in time to prevent 
damage. The young chinch bugs which 
feed on the grass may remain unnoticed 
until injury is severe. By that time they 
have become adults and stopped their 
feeding. At the first signs of any un- 
explained lawn discoloration in summer 
look for the young reddish chinch bug, 
which may be present in vast numbers, 
then apply 3 to 5 pounds of DDT or 
5 pounds of 5 per cent chlordane dust 
per 1,000 square feet wherever an in- 
festation is found. These treatments last 
for one season only. 

Maleic hydrazide is a chemical that 
is being sold as a growth retardant for 
lawn edges. Tests have shown that when 
it is used over an entire lawn, it may 
check growth but it also may cause se- 


according to in- 
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rious turf injury later in the season, 
Also, weeds make more progress where 
the chemical prevents the grass from 
growing and competing with them, 
Those who wish to experiment with 
maleic hydrazide should use it first on 
a trial basis on restricted areas. 

Fertilize the lawn in September and 
early spring for best results. Fertiliza- 
tion during the warm weather of late 
spring and summer may help keep the 
grass green, but it encourages weeds 
and sometimes leads to serious turf dam- 
age. The experienced turf grower may 
recognize occasional need for summer 
fertilizing, but he too must exercise 
great care in fertilizing at this time. 

Shaded lawn areas or other problem 
spots may benefit from light applications 
of fertilizer during summer. However, 
beware of scorching the grass. For 1.000 
square feet, 4 to 8 pounds of an 8-6-4, 
5-10-5 or similar fertilizer might be 
spread and watered in without delay. 
Organic nitrogen fertilizers such as ac- 
tivated sewerage sludge, castor pomace 
and animal waste fertilizers may be ap- 
plied at slightly higher rates without 
watering. -Or small amounts of soluble 
fertilizer are sometimes applied as the 
lawn is watered. 

High mowing is beneficial to shaded 
lawns since it permits more grass lea! 
area to remain for food production. 
Mowing closer than 1144 inches may tax 
the grass plants so severely that they 
cannot survive the summer. 

When grass nears the wilting stage it 
is particularly susceptible to injury from 
heavy traffic. Spreading the wear over 
the lawn helps avoid loss of grass and 
increases the service life of the turf. 

With the best of care summer is likely 
to leave its disease, drought or crab- 
grass scars on the lawn, where even 
greater future troubles may start. Most 
lawns should be fertilized in late sum- 
mer or early fall to encourage vigorous 
erowth during the cool moist weather 
that follows. The amount of recovery 
a properly fertilized Kentucky bluegrass 
lawn can make in autumn is amazing. 

In late summer also, reseed all bare 
areas or they are likely to revert to 
weeds next year. The right seed and 
correct fertilization are important. For 
the cool moist areas of the country. 
Kentucky bluegrass, Chewing’s or other 
red fescue and colonial bentgrass are 
the main kinds of grass seed. Be sure 
the seed comes in contact with the soil 
even if this necessitates scarifying the 
bare spots and breaking through weeds 
and trashy litter at the surface. Turf 
cultivating tools, purchased or rented, 
may be useful for this purpose. The cool 
fall months give new seedlings plenty 
of time to prepare for the rigors of next 
year’s hot weather»

The daylilies, like beautiful women, 
know instinctively how to look their 
best.

even their arching foliage is an asset. 
They can be landscaped or massed, and 
are breathtaking against an evergreen 
background. But I like them best in 
borders used with daffodils and _ iris. 
Here on Staten Island, this combination 
gives four months’ succession of bloom. 

The borders are much more interesting 
if curved rather than straight, and 
should not be more than 6 feet deep, 
because then it’s hard to care for them. 

The diagram below shows the proper 
distance apart to plant these three per- 
ennials for a border that will give an 
established look the year after plant- 
ing. This border can be left undis- 
turbed for three years, provided the 
iris are thinned out the second and 
third years. For a more permanent 
planting, of four or five years’ duration, 
set the iris and daffodils 3 feet apart and 


the hemerocallis about 6 feet apart. 


Plant the daffodils in triangles. Use 
three double-nose daffodils of the same 
variety, spacing the two bulbs in front 
6 inches apart. (Double-nose bulbs give 
three flowers a bulb the first year.) 
Choose early, medium and late-blooming 
varieties so the bloom will continue fo 
a long period. 

Plant the iris in rings—three rhizomes 
of one variety to each ring with the 
base of all touching, because iris grow 
forward and spread outward. 

The hemerocallis preferably should 
not be a single plant but a double divi- 
sion. Unfortunately, the better varieties 
are not sold this way. However, daylilies 
(hemerocallis) increase rapidly, form- 
ing clumps quickly. A final word of 
color advice: although light, clear, clean 
colors are usually preferable in the gar- 
den, with hemerocallis more dark shades 
can be used to advantage.
